He fulfilled the popular idea of 
genius so well that ifor a long timd-hc.-was a sub-;, 
jeet for Sunday, spreads in .the newspapers";- and 
more lies have been, told about him before and 
since he died than were ever told .about any' other 
American, barring perhaps 'a few candidates, for 
'the Presidency. His appeal to die general imagi- 
nation is so great that unite'recently a play was 
written about him, was accepted by n.

Pofc has a real place in theiAmcrican popu- 
lar mind. He is one figifre In our national letters 
oE'whom, as a people, we are really aware.

He ha'd few friends, and turned for companion-i. 
ship almost entirely to .soft-hearted women, who j 
swamped'him^in sticky sympathy without in the j 
least understanding him, making him a hopeless : 
sentimentalist ' as his letters show. 
His works; 


liave /sold '-by the hundred-thousand since his 
death, but when he, was-alive, although he knew 
their'-worth, he' could not make a living out oC 
them: 
Jfo -wonder he drank whiskey and took 


morphine, became more and more bitter and ?elf- 
ceniered, until he was almost insane. . His Hook 
"Etvreka" whicli he believed to be-a solution-of 
the problem of the universe, was indeed the wor.1^ 
of a man very near insanity. It shojived how sol- 
itude and dissipation had swollen his egotism into 
a veritable megalomania, and how, liTing in crude 
provincial communities, he had failed utterly to 
find-''the books and ideals—the cultural back- 
ground—which were Indispensable to the sound 
development of his genius. 


There is no use in blaming America for the way 


it treated Poe. .It-was: simply not ready for him. 
It could not understand 'him. It was a nation.still 
in the making. 
It needed pioneers, statesmen, 


and Indian fighters, but it had little use for liter- 
ary artists of/an exotic and somewhat decadent 
type.

?Poe might have escaped his uncongenial en- 


vironment if he had had a little more courage, a 
little thicker skin. He might have gone to Paris, 
where his works were appreciated, a'nd hailed at- 
thcir true worth. 
There he would have found 


understanding, and he might have.brought back 
to his fc'llow citizens something of European cul- 
ture. 
But Poe was not venturesome.- He could 


not stand the hazards and ;solitudes of vaga- 
bondage. He was oppressed by the ideal of south- 
ern gentility in which' he had been-raised by his 
foster parents in Richmond, starving mentally and 
physically, smothered 'with ineffectual feminine 
sympathy, turning'away from the repellent reality- 
oC his life to. create deathless fantasies. 


Look nt his Fordham cottage and you under- 


stand the man better—that shabby-genteel in- 
terior, the miserable bedstead where his child 
wife .died. Some of the romance that hangs about 
him in the popular imaginatipn falls away. What 
remains is pathos—the tragedy of a gifte'd man, 
born in- an er.vironrjient that was utterly hostile 
to him, and who had neither the force to domi- 
nat*^ it nor the courage to escape.

HERE arc some important considerations which 


shoulrt be borne in mind in the present situa- 
ticn by all who seek to analyze it accurately.

from immediate self-interest,

is that, as commodity and security prices reached 
points far above their real value in the boom period, 
so they are today falling to points far below their 
real value. Necessary liquidation is proceeding atter. 
the manner anticipated, on the whole, but there are 
yet several steps to be taken. 
' • 


iperhaps the most important of these is for retail 


' merchants to realise that they too must meet the 


inevitable! economic trend and,-adjust their prices to 
meet the new conditions. Only in that manner can 
the situation be stabilized and frozen credits thawed 
'out 
I know this is not a pleasant message, but j. am 


firmly convinced that the sooner such a policy is 
pursued, the less costly and painful it will be to all 
concerned. 
The process of deflation must include 


all the elements in the body economic sooner or 
later and there can be no escape from the inexorable 
law which directs it. Dodging the facts or attempt- 
ing to postpone the inevitable will not bring immun- 
ity to anyone, whether his interesflies in production 
or distribution, capital or labor. 


The unfortunate effect in such, a situation is al- 


ways that many innocent parties are made to suffer 
through ignorance and misunderstandings and also 
through the spread of false and malicious rumors 


which such conditions always inspire, with a result- 
ing loss of confidence and panic sales. 


There is so much in the present situation to in- 


spire confidence and hope for the future that it is 
little short ot criminal for anyone .to paint the pic- 
ture so blackly, through either ignorance or intent, 
that these vital facts are obscured. "To cite a few 
pertinent facts: 
This coxintry will harvest this year 


cine of the largest crops in its-history; its transpor- 
tation congestion has been relieved and its. railroad 
system is for the first time in a decade on a sound - 
financial and operating basis; we have passed tl-.rough- 
a national election ar.d assured four years of sane 
administration of public affairs; our banking system 
has withstood the greatest credit strain in its-history 
and is on a sound and workable basis; the accumu- 
lated surplus of flvc years of splendid prosperity is.- 
storcd .in many ways for our continued use; the 
markets of the 'world demand our products and a. 
great mercantile marine is1 prepared to transport 
them; this country has not been overbuilt or over- 
extended in any of its underlying activities, and faces 
r.o program of readjustment along these linos such 
as usually precipitates panic conditions. We are in 
a sounder financial, industrial and political conctit- 
tion -than any important nation in the world. 


These are the simple fundamental facts o£ our 


business situation, and to consider the present re- 
action as anything but a temporary setback from 
the destruction, inflation, extravagance and unsound 
economic conditions precipitated by the war is simply 
not to reckon with the truth. 
It remains true to- 


day, as it has since this country was first settled, that 
"any man who sells tho United States of America 
'short' is in the long run certain to lose," and, fur- 
thermore, any man who seeks to profit by the mis- 
fortunes of others in the circulation of misstatements 
or false rumors, hoping to precipitate further reac- 
tions, should be branded as a. public enemy. , 


This is a time for clear thinking and courageous 


acting and in-the proportion that such factors are 
brought to bear will- rewards foliow when this spell 
Of reaction has run its course.
